( )pcr.itc(l  during  the  1947-48  tcrni  in  conjunction  with 
the  collejje  jcnirnalism  classes,  the  hituill  endeavored 
to  follow  professional  newspaper  standards  and  to 
encourage  writin^is  of  literary  merit. 

The  InkxLill  adopted  a  conservative  editorial  policy. 
Perhaps  the  most  important  aspect  of  this  policy  was 
opposition  to  the  proposed  conversion  of  Armstrong 
into  a  four-year  senior  institution.  Instead,  the 
Inktiill  supported  a  program  favorinj;  the  expansion 
of  Armstrong's  existing  facilities  into  an  even  higher 
quality  junior  college  in  (jrdcr  to  meet  the  constantly 
increasing  demands  of  Savannah  and  vicinity  for  higher 
learning.
